Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,9
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Section 1. Section 77-375, Reissue Revised Statutes of1

Nebraska, is amended to read:2

77-375 (1) The Tax Commissioner or his or her duly3

authorized representative may administer oaths and compel the4

attendance of witnesses and require the production of records as5

may be necessary for the performance of his or her responsibilities6

under applicable state law.7

(2) Any person shall comply with a written demand8

of the Tax Commissioner requiring the production of records9

notwithstanding the confidentiality provisions of section 8-1401.10

The records and the information contained thereon shall be11

protected pursuant to the confidentiality provisions applicable12

to the Tax Commissioner. Any person disclosing information to the13

Tax Commissioner pursuant to a demand for production of records14

under this subsection is immune from liability, civil, criminal, or15

otherwise, that might result from disclosing such information. The16

Tax Commissioner shall pay the costs of providing such information17

pursuant to section 8-1402.18

(3) The Tax Commissioner may adopt and promulgate rules19

of procedure for discovery, not in conflict with the laws governing20

discovery in civil cases, as may be necessary for the performance21

of his or her responsibilities under applicable state law.22

(4) The Tax Commissioner shall have access to the23

information required to be reported under the New Hire Reporting24

Act for the purpose of administering taxes he or she has a duty to25
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collect.1

Sec. 2. Section 77-3,112, Reissue Revised Statutes of2

Nebraska, is amended to read:3

77-3,112 (1) Notwithstanding any provision of law, the4

Tax Commissioner shall not approve or grant to any person or5

taxpayer any tax credit or exemption for the construction of a6

facility or the employment of people for the disposal in Nebraska7

of low-level radioactive waste for which a license is required8

pursuant to the Low-Level Radioactive Waste Disposal Act.9

(2) Notwithstanding any provision of law, the Tax10

Commissioner shall not approve or grant to any person any tax11

credit, exemption, or refund for the employment of any person who12

has been removed from the United States pursuant to proceedings13

initiated by the United States Immigration and Customs Enforcement,14

or other competent authority, or who has been convicted in15

a criminal court proceeding for offenses related to illegal16

immigration. Any benefits that were received prior to the removal17

or conviction will be recaptured to the extent the benefits were18

received based on the employment of such persons.19

Sec. 5. (1) Bundled transaction means the retail sale6

of two or more products, except real property and services to7

real property, when (a) the products are otherwise distinct and8

identifiable and (b) the products are sold for one non-itemized9

price. Bundled transaction does not include the sale of any10

products in which the sales price varies, or is negotiable, based11

on the selection by the purchaser of the products included in the12

transaction.13

(2) Distinct and identifiable products do not include:14

(a) Packaging, such as containers, boxes, sacks, bags,15

and bottles or other materials such as wrapping, labels, tags, and16

instruction guides that accompany the retail sale of the products17

and are incidental or immaterial to the retail sale thereof.18

Examples of packaging that are incidental or immaterial include19

grocery sacks, shoeboxes, dry cleaning garment bags, and express20

delivery envelopes and boxes;21

(b) A product provided free of charge with the required22

purchase of another product. A product is provided free of charge23

if the sales price of the product purchased does not vary depending24

on the inclusion of the product provided free of charge; and25
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(c) Items included in the definition of sales price1

pursuant to section 77-2701.35.2

(3) One non-itemized price does not include a price3

that is separately identified by product on binding sales or4

other supporting sales-related documentation made available to the5

customer in paper or electronic form, including, but not limited6

to, an invoice, bill of sale, receipt, contract, service agreement,7

lease agreement, periodic notice of rates and services, rate card,8

or price list.9

(4) A transaction that otherwise meets the definition of10

a bundled transaction is not a bundled transaction if it is (a) the11

retail sale of tangible personal property and a service where the12

tangible personal property is essential to the use of the service,13

and is provided exclusively in connection with the service, and14

the true object of the transaction is the service, (b) the retail15

sale of services when one service is provided that is essential16

to the use or receipt of a second service and the first service17

is provided exclusively in connection with the second service and18

the true object of the transaction is the second service, or (c) a19

transaction that includes taxable products and nontaxable products20

and the purchase price or sales price of the taxable products21

is de minimus. De minimus means the seller’s purchase price or22

sales price of the taxable products is ten percent or less of23

the total purchase price or sales price of the bundled products.24

Sellers shall use either the purchase price or the sales price of25
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the products to determine if the taxable products are de minimus.1

Sellers may not use a combination of the purchase price and sales2

price of the products to determine if the taxable products are de3

minimus. Sellers shall use the full term of a service contract to4

determine if the taxable products are de minimus.5

(5) Bundled transaction does not include the retail sale6

of exempt tangible personal property and taxable tangible personal7

property if (a) the transaction includes food and food ingredients,8

drugs, durable medical equipment, mobility enhancing equipment,9

over-the-counter drugs, prosthetic devices, or medical supplies and10

(b) the seller’s purchase price or sales price of the taxable11

tangible personal property is fifty percent or less of the total12

purchase price or sales price of the bundled tangible personal13

property. Sellers may not use a combination of the purchase price14

and sales price of the tangible personal property when making the15

fifty-percent determination for a transaction.16

77-2701.35 (1) Sales price applies to the measure subject19

to sales tax and means the total amount of consideration, including20

cash, credit, property, and services, for which personal property21

or services are sold, leased, or rented, valued in money, whether22

received in money or otherwise, without any deduction for the23

following:24

(a) The seller’s cost of the property sold;25
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(b) The cost of materials used, the cost of labor or1

service, interest, losses, all costs of transportation to the2

seller, all taxes imposed on the seller, and any other expense of3

the seller;4

(c) Charges by the seller for any services necessary to5

complete the sale;6

(d) Delivery charges; and7

(e) Installation charges. ; and8

(f) The value of exempt personal property given to the9

purchaser where taxable and exempt personal property have been10

bundled together and sold by the seller as a single product or11

piece of merchandise.12

(2) Sales price includes consideration received by the13

seller from third parties if:14

(a) The seller actually receives consideration from a15

party other than the purchaser and the consideration is directly16

related to a price reduction or discount on the sale;17

(b) The seller has an obligation to pass the price18

reduction or discount through to the purchaser;19

(c) The amount of the consideration attributable to the20

sale is fixed and determinable by the seller at the time of the21

sale of the item to the purchaser; and22

(d) One of the following criteria is met:23

(i) The purchaser presents a coupon, certificate, or24

other documentation to the seller to claim a price reduction25
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or discount when the coupon, certificate, or documentation is1

authorized, distributed, or granted by a third party with the2

understanding that the third party will reimburse any seller to3

whom the coupon, certificate, or documentation is presented;4

(ii) The purchaser identifies himself or herself to the5

seller as a member of a group or organization entitled to a price6

reduction or discount. A preferred customer card that is available7

to any patron does not constitute membership in such a group; or8

(iii) The price reduction or discount is identified as a9

third-party price reduction or discount on the invoice received by10

the purchaser or on a coupon, certificate, or other documentation11

presented by the purchaser.12

(2) (3) Sales price does not include:13

(a) Any discounts, including cash, terms, or coupons that14

are not reimbursed by a third party that are allowed by a seller15

and taken by a purchaser on a sale;16

(b) Interest, financing, and carrying charges from credit17

extended on the sale of personal property or services, if the18

amount is separately stated on the invoice, bill of sale, or19

similar document given to the purchaser;20

(c) Any taxes legally imposed directly on the consumer21

that are separately stated on the invoice, bill of sale, or similar22

document given to the purchaser; and23

(d) Credit for any trade-in as follows:24

(i) The value of property taken by a seller in trade as25
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all or a part of the consideration for a sale of property of any1

kind or nature; or2

(ii) The value of a motor vehicle or motorboat taken by3

any person in trade as all or a part of the consideration for a4

sale of another motor vehicle or motorboat.5

77-2703 (1) There is hereby imposed a tax at the rate8

provided in section 77-2701.02 upon the gross receipts from all9

sales of tangible personal property sold at retail in this state;10

, the gross receipts of every person engaged as a public utility,11

as a community antenna television service operator or any person12

involved in the connecting and installing of the services defined13

in subdivision (2)(a), (b), or (d) of section 77-2701.16 until14

January 1, 2004, and the services defined in subdivision (8)(a),15

(b), (d), or (e) of section 77-2701.16 beginning on January 1,16

2004, or as a retailer of intellectual or entertainment properties17

referred to in subsection (3) of section 77-2701.16 until January18

1, 2004, and subsection (9) of section 77-2701.16 beginning on19

January 1, 2004; , the gross receipts from the sale of admissions20

in this state; , the gross receipts from the sale of warranties,21

guarantees, service agreements, or maintenance agreements when the22

items covered are subject to tax under this section; beginning23

January 1, 2008, the gross receipts from the sale of bundled24

transactions when one or more of the products included in the25
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bundle are taxable; , and the gross receipts from the provision1

of services defined in subsection (4) of section 77-2701.16 until2

January 1, 2004, and services defined in subsection (10) of section3

77-2701.16 beginning on January 1, 2004. Except as provided in4

section 77-2701.03, when there is a sale, the tax shall be imposed5

at the rate in effect at the time the gross receipts are realized6

under the accounting basis used by the retailer to maintain his7

or her books and records or for a contractor when the payment or8

payments are received for construction services. For purposes of9

this subsection until January 1, 2004, the provision of services10

shall be deemed to be in this state for services provided to real11

estate if the real estate is located in this state; for services12

provided to personal property or animals if the personal property13

or animal is located in this state and the service is rendered14

for use in this state; for detective services under subdivision15

(4)(i) of section 77-2701.16, in the case of a customer who is16

an individual, if the individual is residing in this state, or17

in the case of a business customer, if the principal place of18

the business is located in this state; and for computer software19

training under subdivision (4)(c) of section 77-2701.16 if the20

training is performed at a location that is within this state for a21

customer located within this state.22

(a) The tax imposed by this section shall be collected23

by the retailer from the consumer. It shall constitute a part of24

the purchase price and until collected shall be a debt from the25
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consumer to the retailer and shall be recoverable at law in the1

same manner as other debts. The tax required to be collected by the2

retailer from the consumer constitutes a debt owed by the retailer3

to this state.4

(b) It is unlawful for any retailer to advertise, hold5

out, or state to the public or to any customer, directly or6

indirectly, that the tax or part thereof will be assumed or7

absorbed by the retailer, that it will not be added to the selling,8

renting, or leasing price of the property sold, rented, or leased,9

or that, if added, it or any part thereof will be refunded. The10

provisions of this subdivision shall not apply to a public utility.11

(c) The tax required to be collected by the retailer from12

the purchaser, unless otherwise provided by statute or by rule and13

regulation of the Tax Commissioner, shall be displayed separately14

from the list price, the price advertised in the premises, the15

marked price, or other price on the sales check or other proof of16

sales, rentals, or leases.17

(d) For the purpose of more efficiently securing the18

payment, collection, and accounting for the sales tax and for the19

convenience of the retailer in collecting the sales tax, it shall20

be the duty of the Tax Commissioner to provide a schedule or21

schedules of the amounts to be collected from the consumer or user22

to effectuate the computation and collection of the tax imposed23

by the Nebraska Revenue Act of 1967. Such schedule or schedules24

shall provide that the tax shall be collected from the consumer25
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or user uniformly on sales according to brackets based on sales1

prices of the item or items. Retailers may compute the tax due on2

any transaction on an item or an invoice basis. The rounding rule3

provided in section 77-3,117 applies.4

(e) The use of tokens or stamps for the purpose of5

collecting or enforcing the collection of the taxes imposed in the6

Nebraska Revenue Act of 1967 or for any other purpose in connection7

with such taxes is prohibited.8

(f) For the purpose of the proper administration of the9

provisions of the Nebraska Revenue Act of 1967 and to prevent10

evasion of the retail sales tax, it shall be presumed that all11

gross receipts are subject to the tax until the contrary is12

established. The burden of proving that a sale of property is not13

a sale at retail is upon the person who makes the sale unless he14

or she takes from the purchaser (i) a resale certificate to the15

effect that the property is purchased for the purpose of reselling,16

leasing, or renting it, (ii) an exemption certificate pursuant to17

subsection (7) of section 77-2705, or (iii) a direct payment permit18

pursuant to sections 77-2705.01 to 77-2705.03. Receipt of a resale19

certificate, exemption certificate, or direct payment permit shall20

be conclusive proof for the seller that the sale was made for21

resale or was exempt or that the tax will be paid directly to the22

state.23

(g) In the rental or lease of automobiles, trucks,24

trailers, semitrailers, and truck-tractors as defined in the Motor25
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Vehicle Registration Act, the tax shall be collected by the lessor1

on the rental or lease price at the tax rate in effect on the date2

the automobile, truck, trailer, semitrailer, or truck-tractor is3

delivered to the lessee, except as otherwise provided within this4

section.5

(h) In the rental or lease of automobiles, trucks,6

trailers, semitrailers, and truck-tractors as defined in the act,7

for periods of one year or more, the lessor may elect not to8

collect and remit the sales tax on the gross receipts and instead9

pay a sales tax on the cost of such vehicle. If such election is10

made, it shall be made pursuant to the following conditions:11

(i) Notice of the desire to make such election shall12

be filed with the Tax Commissioner and shall not become effective13

until the Tax Commissioner is satisfied that the taxpayer has14

complied with all conditions of this subsection and all rules and15

regulations of the Tax Commissioner;16

(ii) Such election when made shall continue in force and17

effect for a period of not less than two years and thereafter until18

such time as the lessor elects to terminate the election;19

(iii) When such election is made, it shall apply to all20

vehicles of the lessor rented or leased for periods of one year or21

more except vehicles to be leased to common or contract carriers22

who provide to the lessor a valid common or contract carrier23

exemption certificate. If the lessor rents or leases other vehicles24

for periods of less than one year, such lessor shall maintain his25
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or her books and records and his or her accounting procedure as the1

Tax Commissioner prescribes; and2

(iv) The Tax Commissioner by rule and regulation shall3

prescribe the contents and form of the notice of election, a4

procedure for the determination of the tax base of vehicles which5

are under an existing lease at the time such election becomes6

effective, the method and manner for terminating such election, and7

such other rules and regulations as may be necessary for the proper8

administration of this subdivision.9

(i) The tax imposed by this section on the sales of10

motor vehicles, semitrailers, and trailers as defined in sections11

60-339, 60-348, and 60-354 shall be the liability of the purchaser12

and, with the exception of motor vehicles, semitrailers, and13

trailers registered pursuant to section 60-3,198, the tax shall14

be collected by the county treasurer or designated county official15

as provided in the Motor Vehicle Registration Act at the time16

the purchaser makes application for the registration of the motor17

vehicle, semitrailer, or trailer for operation upon the highways18

of this state. The tax imposed by this section on motor vehicles,19

semitrailers, and trailers registered pursuant to section 60-3,19820

shall be collected by the Department of Motor Vehicles at the time21

the purchaser makes application for the registration of the motor22

vehicle, semitrailer, or trailer for operation upon the highways23

of this state. At the time of the sale of any motor vehicle,24

semitrailer, or trailer, the seller shall (i) state on the sales25
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invoice the dollar amount of the tax imposed under this section1

and (ii) furnish to the purchaser a certified statement of the2

transaction, in such form as the Tax Commissioner prescribes,3

setting forth as a minimum the total sales price, the allowance for4

any trade-in, and the difference between the two. The sales tax due5

shall be computed on the difference between the total sales price6

and the allowance for any trade-in as disclosed by such certified7

statement. Any seller who willfully understates the amount upon8

which the sales tax is due shall be subject to a penalty of one9

thousand dollars. A copy of such certified statement shall also10

be furnished to the Tax Commissioner. Any seller who fails or11

refuses to furnish such certified statement shall be guilty of12

a misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by13

a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one14

hundred dollars. If the seller fails to state on the sales invoice15

the dollar amount of the tax due, the purchaser shall have the16

right and authority to rescind any agreement for purchase and17

to declare the purchase null and void. If the purchaser retains18

such motor vehicle, semitrailer, or trailer in this state and19

does not register it for operation on the highways of this state20

within thirty days of the purchase thereof, the tax imposed by21

this section shall immediately thereafter be paid by the purchaser22

to the county treasurer, the designated county official, or the23

Department of Motor Vehicles. If the tax is not paid on or24

before the thirtieth day after its purchase, the county treasurer,25
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designated county official, or Department of Motor Vehicles shall1

also collect from the purchaser interest from the thirtieth day2

through the date of payment and sales tax penalties as provided in3

the Nebraska Revenue Act of 1967. The county treasurer, designated4

county official, or Department of Motor Vehicles shall report and5

remit the tax so collected to the Tax Commissioner by the fifteenth6

day of the following month. The county treasurer or designated7

county official shall deduct and withhold for the use of the county8

general fund, from all amounts required to be collected under9

this subsection, the collection fee permitted to be deducted by10

any retailer collecting the sales tax. The Department of Motor11

Vehicles shall deduct, withhold, and deposit in the Motor Carrier12

Division Cash Fund the collection fee permitted to be deducted by13

any retailer collecting the sales tax. The collection fee shall14

be forfeited if the county treasurer, designated county official,15

or Department of Motor Vehicles violates any rule or regulation16

pertaining to the collection of the use tax.17

(j)(i) The tax imposed by this section on the sale of a18

motorboat as defined in section 37-1204 shall be the liability of19

the purchaser. The tax shall be collected by the county treasurer20

or designated county official at the time the purchaser makes21

application for the registration of the motorboat. At the time22

of the sale of a motorboat, the seller shall (A) state on the23

sales invoice the dollar amount of the tax imposed under this24

section and (B) furnish to the purchaser a certified statement of25
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the transaction, in such form as the Tax Commissioner prescribes,1

setting forth as a minimum the total sales price, the allowance for2

any trade-in, and the difference between the two. The sales tax due3

shall be computed on the difference between the total sales price4

and the allowance for any trade-in as disclosed by such certified5

statement. Any seller who willfully understates the amount upon6

which the sales tax is due shall be subject to a penalty of one7

thousand dollars. A copy of such certified statement shall also8

be furnished to the Tax Commissioner. Any seller who fails or9

refuses to furnish such certified statement shall be guilty of a10

misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a11

fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred12

dollars. If the seller fails to state on the sales invoice the13

dollar amount of the tax due, the purchaser shall have the right14

and authority to rescind any agreement for purchase and to declare15

the purchase null and void. If the purchaser retains such motorboat16

in this state and does not register it within thirty days of the17

purchase thereof, the tax imposed by this section shall immediately18

thereafter be paid by the purchaser to the county treasurer or19

designated county official. If the tax is not paid on or before20

the thirtieth day after its purchase, the county treasurer or21

designated county official shall also collect from the purchaser22

interest from the thirtieth day through the date of payment and23

sales tax penalties as provided in the Nebraska Revenue Act of24

1967. The county treasurer or designated county official shall25
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report and remit the tax so collected to the Tax Commissioner by1

the fifteenth day of the following month. The county treasurer or2

designated county official shall deduct and withhold for the use of3

the county general fund, from all amounts required to be collected4

under this subsection, the collection fee permitted to be deducted5

by any retailer collecting the sales tax. The collection fee shall6

be forfeited if the county treasurer or designated county official7

violates any rule or regulation pertaining to the collection of the8

use tax.9

(ii) In the rental or lease of motorboats, the tax shall10

be collected by the lessor on the rental or lease price.11

(k) The Tax Commissioner shall adopt and promulgate12

necessary rules and regulations for determining the amount subject13

to the taxes imposed by this section so as to insure that the14

full amount of any applicable tax is paid in cases in which a15

sale is made of which a part is subject to the taxes imposed by16

this section and a part of which is not so subject and a separate17

accounting is not practical or economical.18

(2) A use tax is hereby imposed on the storage, use, or19

other consumption in this state of property purchased, leased, or20

rented from any retailer and on any transaction the gross receipts21

of which are subject to tax under subsection (1) of this section22

on or after June 1, 1967, for storage, use, or other consumption23

in this state at the rate set as provided in subsection (1) of24

this section on the sales price of the property or, in the case of25
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leases or rentals, of the lease or rental prices.1

(a) Every person storing, using, or otherwise consuming2

in this state property purchased from a retailer or leased or3

rented from another person for such purpose shall be liable for the4

use tax at the rate in effect when his or her liability for the5

use tax becomes certain under the accounting basis used to maintain6

his or her books and records. His or her liability shall not be7

extinguished until the use tax has been paid to this state, except8

that a receipt from a retailer engaged in business in this state9

or from a retailer who is authorized by the Tax Commissioner, under10

such rules and regulations as he or she may prescribe, to collect11

the sales tax and who is, for the purposes of the Nebraska Revenue12

Act of 1967 relating to the sales tax, regarded as a retailer13

engaged in business in this state, which receipt is given to the14

purchaser pursuant to subdivision (b) of this subsection, shall be15

sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for the16

tax to which the receipt refers.17

(b) Every retailer engaged in business in this state and18

selling, leasing, or renting property for storage, use, or other19

consumption in this state shall, at the time of making any sale,20

collect any tax which may be due from the purchaser and shall give21

to the purchaser, upon request, a receipt therefor in the manner22

and form prescribed by the Tax Commissioner.23

(c) The Tax Commissioner, in order to facilitate the24

proper administration of the use tax, may designate such person or25
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persons as he or she may deem necessary to be use tax collectors1

and delegate to such persons such authority as is necessary to2

collect any use tax which is due and payable to the State of3

Nebraska. The Tax Commissioner may require of all persons so4

designated a surety bond in favor of the State of Nebraska to5

insure against any misappropriation of state funds so collected.6

The Tax Commissioner may require any tax official, city, county, or7

state, to collect the use tax on behalf of the state. All persons8

designated to or required to collect the use tax shall account for9

such collections in the manner prescribed by the Tax Commissioner.10

Nothing in this subdivision shall be so construed as to prevent the11

Tax Commissioner or his or her employees from collecting any use12

taxes due and payable to the State of Nebraska.13

(d) All persons designated to collect the use tax and all14

persons required to collect the use tax shall forward the total of15

such collections to the Tax Commissioner at such time and in such16

manner as the Tax Commissioner may prescribe. For all use taxes17

collected prior to October 1, 2002, such collectors of the use tax18

shall deduct and withhold from the amount of taxes collected two19

and one-half percent of the first three thousand dollars remitted20

each month and one-half of one percent of all amounts in excess21

of three thousand dollars remitted each month as reimbursement22

for the cost of collecting the tax. For use taxes collected on23

and after October 1, 2002, such collectors of the use tax shall24

deduct and withhold from the amount of taxes collected two and25
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one-half percent of the first three thousand dollars remitted each1

month as reimbursement for the cost of collecting the tax. Any2

such deduction shall be forfeited to the State of Nebraska if such3

collector violates any rule, regulation, or directive of the Tax4

Commissioner.5

is established. The burden of proving the contrary is upon the11

person who purchases, leases, or rents the property.12

(f) For the purpose of the proper administration of the13

Nebraska Revenue Act of 1967 and to prevent evasion of the use tax,14

for the sale of property to an advertising agency which purchases15

the property as an agent for a disclosed or undisclosed principal,16

the advertising agency is and remains liable for the sales and17

use tax on the purchase the same as if the principal had made the18

purchase directly.19

it collects, how it collects the information, how it uses the25
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information, how long, if at all, it retains the information, and1

whether it discloses the information to member states. Such notice2

shall be satisfied by a written privacy policy statement accessible3

by the public on the web site of the certified service provider;4

(iv) Its collection, use, and retention of personally5

identifiable information is limited to that required by the member6

states to ensure the validity of exemptions from taxation that are7

claimed by reason of a consumer’s status or the intended use of the8

goods or services purchased; and9

(v) It provides adequate technical, physical, and10

administrative safeguards so as to protect personally identifiable11

information from unauthorized access and disclosure.12

(e) The state shall provide public notification to13

consumers, including exempt purchasers, of the state’s practices14

relating to the collection, use, and retention of personally15

identifiable information.16

(f) When any personally identifiable information that17

has been collected and retained is no longer required for the18

purposes set forth in subdivision (14)(d)(iv) of this section, such19

information shall no longer be retained by the member states.20

(g) When personally identifiable information regarding an21

individual is retained by or on behalf of the state, it shall22

provide reasonable access by such individual to his or her own23

information in the state’s possession and a right to correct any24

inaccurately recorded information.25
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(h) If anyone other than a member state, or a person1

authorized by that state’s law or the agreement, seeks to discover2

personally identifiable information, the state from whom the3

information is sought should make a reasonable and timely effort to4

notify the individual of such request.5

(i) This privacy policy is subject to enforcement by the6

Attorney General.7

(j) All other laws and regulations regarding the8

collection, use, and maintenance of confidential taxpayer9

information remain fully applicable and binding. Without10

limitation, this subsection does not enlarge or limit the state’s11

authority to:12

(i) Conduct audits or other reviews as provided under the13

agreement and state law;14

(ii) Provide records pursuant to the federal Freedom of15

Information Act, disclosure laws with governmental agencies, or16

other regulations;17

(iii) Prevent, consistent with state law, disclosure of18

confidential taxpayer information;19

(iv) Prevent, consistent with federal law, disclosure or20

misuse of federal return information obtained under a disclosure21

agreement with the Internal Revenue Service; and22

(v) Collect, disclose, disseminate, or otherwise use23

anonymous data for governmental purposes.24

Other actions authorized by this section include, but are not17

limited to, the adoption and promulgation of rules and regulations18

and the joint procurement, with other member states, of goods and19

services in furtherance of the agreement.20

(2) The Tax Commissioner or his or her designee and two21

representatives of the Legislature appointed by the Executive Board22

of the Legislative Council are authorized to represent Nebraska23

before the other member states under the agreement. The state24

also agrees to participate in and comply with the procedures of25
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and decisions made by the governing board of the member states.1

These provisions of the agreement include the creation of the2

organization as provided in Article VII of the agreement, the3

requirements for state entry and withdrawal as provided in Article4
